Four Gallaudet students will partici- 
pate in a studies abroad program this 
summer, It is the first year for the 
program which is being sponsored by the 
Romance Languages Department. 

The students accompanied by John Delaney 
will leave in July for a four week stay 
at the Haute L'Ecole de Commerce, a college 
located in the suburbs of Paris. 

The program will combine classroom in- 
struction and tours of museums and 





historic sites in order to better 

acquaint the students with the language, 
art, history, government and literature 
of France. Three hours of language credit 
will be earned by students successfully 
completing the four-week tour. 

The students will also visit schools for 
the deaf in France and spend one week in 
London after completing their course in 
Paris.
